HALLOWE'EN LAWLESS NESS 


Hallowe'en is a social occasion 
when mythical phantoms: appear ev- 
erywhere and there is an air of gen- 


AND NOW comes the report that 
Hoover starved the. boys in the 
trenches, That as food administrator 
during the World war he failed in his 
duty. . 

Listen! Those who served in the 
army at home keeping the home fires 
burning will recall the .wonder- 
ful food organizatiun that was func- 
tioning at that time. It reached from 
the central office in Washington right 
down to the chairman of every county 
in the nation. We were warned that 
“Food will win the war,” and every 
loyal American was doing his best. 
The elimination of waste saved mil- 
lions of dollars worth of food. Every- 
thing was done to save food, and boat 
load after boat load of. supplics were 
carried to France for our boys. 

Sherman aptly said: “War is hell!” 
There are no banquet tables for the 
front line trenches, and some times 
it is next to impossible to get food 
thru the lines at all. With ware- 
houses filled with supplies there may 
be instances where it cannot be sent 
to the front lines. 

The world knows that the food went 
across, and Hoover did it. . Compare 
the task with that during the Spanish 
war. Right here in our own land 
there were regiments that nearly 
starved from hunger during the Span- 
ish war.. And that was a mere skir- 
mish compared with the World war 
and the gigantic task of sending food 
to the American armies abroad and 


eral spookishness, Youngsters revel 
amid gayety and mirth.

Many parents cf young boys and 
girls have been thru the Hallowe’ens 
of their younger days and some tell 
stories of their cunning with boast- 
ful enthusiasm. How can they ex- 
pect that their children are going to 
be any better than they? Yet every 
fairminded parent expects something 
better of their children. , Unless bet- 
ter citizenship is inspired in the home 
there is grave danger of failure.

AJ TLH the end of the campalgn ‘tn: 
sight, politica was sizzling and all’. 
other news. was subordinuted -to that 
‘ geluting to the race for the Presidency, 
Gandidate Hoover invaded Candidate 
Smith's territory in a speech in New 
York clty and sharply denounced the- 
Bmuth policies; and he was ably sec-- 
onded ‘by Oharles Evana Hughes iu 
apecches in St. Joseph, Mo., and Chi- 
cago. Candidate Smith came right 
back at them with a lively address 
before a wildly enthusiastic audience 
fn Boston. The Democratic cause 
mas bolstered by the action of Sena- 
tor. George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
who announced that he was support- 
ing Smith and began a series of 
wpeeches in his behatt. : 

Unprejudiced observers were  in- 
tensely interested tn the nonpartisan 
post-card poll conducted by the Lit- 
erary Digest. Almost complete. re- 
turns annuunced by that publication 
gbowed Hoover holding a. strong lead 
over Smith “witb impressive indica- 
tiona that the Republicans may cap- 
ture several states in the ‘Solid 
South’ that have been Democrati¢ for 
more than fifty years.” Of a grand 
total of over 2,700,000 votes tabulated 
Sloover had 1,717,041 and Smith 

led 971,856, a ratio of approximate- 

63 to 86, 

These returns showed Hoover ahead 
fn every state except Georgia, Loul- 
alana; Mississippi and South Carolina, 
which Smith was carrying with ample 
weaerves, The Republicun plurality 
shown in Alabama and Arkansas was 

“'go slight that the Literary Digest 
classed the outcome in both states as 
doubtful. In Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Worth and South Dakota, called 
doubtful by many political authorities, 
this poll showed Hoover leading by 
odds as high as 2% to 1. 

In a separate section of (he pell in 
-wyhich the entire electorate of several 
large cities was polled Smith tad a 

. @ecided advantage in New York. city 
with 189,020 votes to Hoover's 103,847, 
while Hoover led in Chicago by 98,- 
863 to 70,769, and !n Philadelphia by 
69,494 to 48,172. ; . 


N HIS new York speech Hoover de- 

yoted much attention to Smith's 
propesale concerning. ifquor traffic, 
agricultural relief and hydro-electric 
power, asserting that, if adopted, they 
would be “a long step toward the 
abandonment of our American sys- 
tem and a surrender to thé destructive 
operation of governmental conduct of 
commercial business.” He sald the 
“bureaucratizing of the business of 
‘our country” 1s a false liberalism, and 
the Democratic proposals he de 
nounced as only a step toward state 
socialism. 

- Al Smith’s retort to this was most 

_ wigorous and highly pleased the de- 
lirlous 14,000 who heard him In Bos- 
ton and cheered as he denounced 
the Republicans as reactionaries. 
“The cry of socialism,” he sald, “has 
_been patented by the powerful inter- 
esis that desire to put a damper on 
progressive legislation, falling to 
meet the arguments fairly and square- 
ly, special Interest falis back on the 
old stock phrase of ‘socialism.’
